INSTITUTIONAL 


HE President of the Law Society has recom- 
Tooke that his Society should advertise on 

behalf of its members. “ John Citizen with a 
toothache turns naturally to his dentist. If he could 
be taught just as naturally to submit to a solicitor all 
those business, social and domestic conundrums 
to which we hold the answers how enormously 
would our profession expand and the public benefit.” 
Thus Mr. William Crocker. 

This is all very interesting in view of the suggestion 
made in this journal that the Architectural Profession 
should advertise its services. It cannot be assumed 
that every solicitor will endorse Mr. Crocker’s views, 
but there will be support for it which may well 
result in action. Should this happen, architects 
will feel that they will have to do something, or be 
left out in the cold, waiting for what fees are left 
over in “ John Citizen’s ” pocket when he has paid 
his visits to the dentist and solicitor ! 

The position may then demand a joint advertising 
campaign on behalf of a// professional men, perhaps 
in the form of a well-produced booklet which will 
be given to everyone on reaching his or her twenty- 
first birthday—a kind of Professional Know-How, 
covering all eventualities from toothache and divorce 
to ways and means of getting a building designed 
or repaired. 

This might not be at all a bad idea, at least archi- 
tects would be included. 

The experiment might be tried of asking any 
layman a few simple questions such as, what he 
imagines the fees of an architect would be on a 
£3,500 house and for preparing a perspective and 
eighth scale plans of a factory. This might be 
followed up by supplementaries to find out how much 
he knows about the services an architect will render. 
Can it be doubted that such questioning would reveal 
a profound ignorance on the part of the layman, 
and if so, is not the case for institutional advertising, 
as the Americans call it, a strong one? Few clients 


“

appreciate that a good architect can save the amount 
of his fees, sometimes several times over. They 
tend to regard professional fees as an imposition 
grossly out of proportion to what they expect for 
duties about which they are extremely hazy. This, 
in our opinion, is the most important point to 
put across—that competent professional services 
result in economical building. It is up to the profes- 
sion to first make the claim and to continue to 
justify it. The two booklets launched this year by 
the R.I.B.A. may have done something to dispel 
this ignorance, the time is too short to judge, but the 
President of the Law Society’s words are really a 
writing on the architect’s wall (mixed metaphors are 
the prerogative of leader writers) and how enor- 
mously would our profession expand and the public 
benefit, if a really telling campaign were instituted. 
But the cost? There is the rub, and again it is the 
prerogative of leader writers to point the way without 
necessarily solving the problem. 

But this at least can be said, that John Citizen 
will have more to show than a gap in his teeth or a 
will in the bureau if he consults an architect, although 
this line of approach should not be resorted to except 
as a last line of defence. 

It would not be fair to the R.I.B.A. to imply 
that little had been done, or that there was apathy 
at H.Q. Since the issue of the pamphlets in the 
early summer, approximately 10,000 copies of “‘ The 
Architect and His Work” have been distributed 
and 50,000 copies of “ Before You Build.” All 
main Public Libraries and all local authorities 
throughout England, Scotland and Northern Ireland 
in addition to the Allied Societies have had copies 
and the distribution is still continuing on a large 
scale. 

The American Institute of Architects has been 
extremely impressed with the production of these 
two pamphlets and has asked the R.I.B.A. for a 
number of copies to be sent out to it with a view 
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to seeing whether something similar could not be 
produced over there. Favourable comments on the 
two pamphlets have also been received from several 
architectural bodies on the Continent. 

The small pamphlet “ Before You Build” is 
distributed in large numbers at each centre where the 
travelling exhibition “Home and Surroundings ” 
has been shown and this will continue at each centre 
where it will be shown in future. They will also 
be used with the next travelling exhibition which the 
R.I.B.A. hopes to get on the road some time next year. 

The two copies of the first travelling exhibition 
have so far visited 18 centres and have been seen by 
26,000 people. 

A considerable amount of publicity has recently 
been obtained for architects in the following ways :— 

(1) There have been a number of talks on the 

B.B.C. on one or another aspect of architecture 
and in particular there was an extremely good 
talk given by Mr. Dudley Perkins in the 
“Can I Help You?” series on “ Building 
a House.” In this talk which was given at a 
peak period, Mr. Perkins pointed out how 
invaluable the services of architects were and 
advised all those who wished to build their 
own house to employ one. 

(2) A series of programmes is at present being 

given on television under the title “ Building 
a House.” Daphne Pardel, together with her 
architect, tells the story of building her house, 
and in the two programmes which have so far 
taken place, she has stressed most emphatically 
the great value her architect has been to her 
and has advised all those thinking of building 
to employ one. On both programmes she 
showed copies of “ The Architect and His 
Work ” and “ Before You Build” and advised 
viewers to write to the Royal Institute for 
copies of these booklets. As a result of only 
one programme, nearly 600 applications were 
received from all over the country for copies 
of these booklets, and a considerable volume 
of enquiries has been received for the names 
of local architects. 

The articles on Architecture and the work of 
architects in the daily Press have increased consider- 
ably since the war, and the space given by The Times, 
the Financial Times and the Observer calls for partic- 
ular commendation. 

The case may well be conclusive for leaving 
publicity other than what has been outlined above 
severely alone, and it comes back once more to the 
need to find out whether the layman has become 
knowledgeable through the media of his newspaper, 
wireless or television sets. If architects find that 
only a minority have read, listened or viewed the 
instructive material, then the situation calls for a 
more national drive to substitute precise information 
for haziness or hearsay. 
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SERVICE BUILDINGS 

Between the wars R.A.F 
were developed complete with permanent buildings of all 
kinds. At the time most of these buildings, which were 
designed in the neo-Georgian style, looked pretty gaunt 
and forlorn. The Air Ministry policy of planting, which, 
I imagine, was done more for its camouflage value than 
for beauty, has, however, made many of these stations 
very pleasant places for those who live in them now. | 
have seen several lately and have been surprised by their 
attractive appearance. Those knew places 
during the war would be amazed at the trim tidiness of 
the lawns and gardens. All the buildings I saw 
well maintained, and good use had been made of creepers 
of various kinds. 

It may be argued, of course, that neo-Georgian messes 
do not go with jet bombers and dashing fighter pilots 
All the same, they do, with their extremely comfortable 
interiors, provide a great contrast, and a link with normal 
beings on the ground. This alone seems to justify their 
somewhat palatial planning and English domestic style of 
architecture. 

I do not know whether the Air Ministry still builds 
permanent buildings on its new airfields. Probably it 
does. But whatever style is used I very much hope that 
planting will still play a large part in the schemes and 
that the architecture will be as good of its kind as were 
the pre-war stations. I ought to add, however, that in 
most places the planting ends outside the main building 
area and many of the officers’ and airmen’s housing estates 
are as bare as any civil example. It is this fact more than 
any other that leads me to think that the Air Ministry 
thinks more in terms of camouflage than amenity 

The War Office, in its between-the-wars building, more 
or less followed the A.M. in architectural style but, not 
having the same apparent need for concealment, did little 
or no planting. Army buildings are probably seen at their 
architectural best in Aldershot. It is true that many of 
the barrack blocks there and elsewhere are very much out 
of date and some are a disgrace; but their architecture 
is most interesting. I have never been quite sure whether 
Aldershot is laid out in imitation of an Indian cantonment 
in the days of the Raj or whether cantonments were based 
on the plan of Aldershot, which is usually thought of as 
the last town in England. If you want a lesson in British 
nineteenth-century history or architecture choose a fine 
afternoon and bicycle round Aldershot; you will be amply 
rewarded. Apart from Aldershot the army possesses many 
other worthy pieces of architecture. The Royal Artillery 
buildings facing the main parade ground at Woolwich are 
worth inspection, as is the curious block formerly occupied 
by the Royal Military Academy nearby. The Duke of 
Yorks Headquarters, formerly occupied by the Duke of 
Yorks military school, near Sloane Square, is another 
example of well considered early nineteenth-century archi- 
tecture. A great many Territorial Drill Halls were built 
in the thirties, most of them by architects in private 
practice for the County T.A. Associations. These are a 
very mixed bunch and few have made much contribution 
to architecture. The present building programme for the 
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T.A. is enormous although State economies have tem- 
porarily drastically curtailed it. Let us hope that the 
buildings now on the drawing boards will be more suit- 
able for their users and will look better than the majority 
of their immediate forerunners. 


REDDITCH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The public library at Redditch is to be enlarged. The 
existing building is a red brick Gothic affair with stone 
dressings and a shiny red plinth

The building is in no way distinguished and 
Gothic revivalist would hardly look at it 
Normal people undoubtedly wince as they pass it. 
You will be interested to hear that the additions are to be, 
by recommendation of the Public Works committee, in 
the Gothic style. Someone on the council had rightly 
suggested that to continue in the same style with all its 
embellishments would be to waste money. Chief pro- 
tagonists for the Gothic were the Borough Surveyor and 
the Clerk. Some additions to another Gothic building, 
the Smallwood Hospital, which seem to me to be well 
done, were condemned by the Borough Surveyor as 
“dreadful.” Whatever the appearance of the completed 
library, Gothic is hardly likely to produce the best internal 
accommodation for a public library 


ADVENTURE PLAYGROUNDS 


I have several times written here and elsewhere about 
the equipment of children’s playgrounds. The provision 
of swings and other machines was, I believe, the work of 
George Lansbury, but since his time there have been no 
fresh developments until quite recently. Following the 


lead of the Scandinavian countries we are at last begin- 


ning to provide Adventure Playgrounds where children 
can invent their own games and take the minor risks which 
they so much enjoy. The Observer last Sunday drew 
attention to two of these playgrounds with a series of 
photographs. One is in Cumberland Market and was 
devised by the St. Pancras Borough Council following an 
appeal, repeated on this page, for ideas. The second is 
on the South Bank adjoining the Royal Festival Hall. 
Various forms of climbing devices are provided with 
models of ships, a derelict car and a retired steam-roller 
in bright colours. None of these, needless to say, is used 
in the way that the providers intended, but that scarcely 
matters for it is obvious that they provide a lot of pleasure. 
My only complaint is about the bareness of the play- 
grounds concerned. Not a tree or a blade of grass is to 
be seen on either. The South Bank site is not far from 
gardens but Cumberland Market is like a desert. Surely 
something could be done to bring a little greenery into 
the scene. It would need protecting, but that is not an 
insuperable objection. 

A further type of playground, about which I wrote 
some months ago, has not, I believe, been tried out here 
yet. This type of place needs to be hidden and super- 
vised, for it is a “ Junk Playground,’ where waste build- 
ing materials are provided for children to make their own 
shelters. It has been tried with great success in Denmark. 

If you would like more information on Adventure Play- 
grounds may I draw your attention to a booklet written 
by Lady Allen of Hurtwood on behalf of the National 
Playing Fields Association and available from them at 71, 
Eccleston Square, S.W., price 2s.

Houses, 1953 

The Third Supplement to the Hous- 
ing Manual, 1949, was published on 
Tuesday for M.o.H. & L.G. under the 
title “ Houses, 1953” (H.M.S.O., price 
3s). This handbook, which will be 
reviewed in detail at a later date, is the 
logical successor to “Houses, 1952.” 
A year ago the object was to show how, 
by compact design, building costs could 
be cut by £150 a house, and space and 
materials saved without loss of 
standards or amenity. This has com- 
pensated for rising building costs. The 
latest handbook shows new _ oppor- 
tunities for important economies in the 
use of land and in its development. It 
emphasizes the need to raise densities 
and reduce development costs by better 
integration of house design and layout. 
“Houses, 1953” points out that the 
inter-relation of house and layout has 
not received sufficient attention, and 
recommends more study. The hand- 
book is in four parts. Part I describes 
the planning of  frontage-saving 
houses suitable where access is pro- 
vided on both sides. Part II shows 
how layout and house plans can be 
co-ordinated and land and money 
saved. The designs have been prepared 
by the Ministry’s architects with the 
assistance of a panel of architects 
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appointed by the associations of local 
authorities. Part III deals with the 
design and construction of roads and 
services. Part IV illustrates the advice 
given in the first three sections.

PLANNING 


“| F the weather to-day has any sig 
nificance, this year’s School 
should be a success.” I wrote those 
words on the first evening of the School 

to be exact, Sunday, September 6, 
whilst I sat roasting in the grounds of 
Wills Hall It was one of those 
summer days one always hopes for the 
following summer but somehow, to 
those of us from the north, never be 
comes a reality. 

It is now late Friday night, Sep 
tember 11, and I am sitting in my study 
overlooking the Quad at Wills Hall, and 
I can say without fear of contradiction 
that not only has the weather been ex 
cellent but the School has_ been 
acclaimed by all as a great success 

Why was the School so successful? 
That I find a very difficult question to 
answer. One cannot put one’s finger 
on any particular item and find the 
answer. Let us look at the objects of 
the School, because in trying to fulfil 
them lies the secret. The objects, so 
we are told, are to provide an oppor 
tunity for the discussion of principles 
and methods of town and country plan- 
ning and kindred subjects; to enable 
those engaged in the practice of town 
and country planning to exchange 
views regarding their several experi 
ences of its administration and applica- 
tion; and generally to promote educa 
tion in all matters relating to the 
science and art of planning in town and 
country. 

Let us take “ to exchange views.” No 
easy task to give every one of the 400 
students an opportunity of exchanging 
their views, but the system of break 
ing up the students into small classes 
gives everyone an opportunity should 
he so desire. If you came to the 
School and were disappointed you did 
not get your local problem solved from 
one of the main lectures, and went 
away without an answer—well, there 
was only one person to blame, and 
that’s not the School. 

I could nearly guarantee that you 
would be able, at the School, to get an 
answer to any planning problem 
There are numerous ways of finding 
the answer but the most popular is to 
get into one of the many informal dis- 
cussion groups which take place every 
evening in the Common Room. At the 
appropriate moment put on an impor 
tant look and throw your question to 
the lions. If put in the right way you 
might still be arguing the pros and 
cons. till 1 a.m. Sift what was said and 
you should find that you have a variety 
of answers. 

If you are new to the School and 
have not the audacity to try that 
method, the other way of approach is 
to look round the Quad for Alfred; try 
to catch him disengaged and in pen 
sive mood—the former, I know, is 
difficult. Having secured our worthy 
Secretary and asked him who would 
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give you your guidance, he will look 
round the Quad and can be relied upon 
to point to some figure and say: “ Try 
Elliot, that’s him, or Jimmy or e 
He is never far wrong; the person con- 
cerned can provide the answer. You 
go away with the feeling that, after all, 
it was not a problem peculiar to your 
district but that others had met with 
the same problem and found the 
inswer 

Yes, one of the successes is the infor- 
mality of the School. Let me, how- 
ever, hasten to say that you are not 
bound to attend any lecture or discus- 
sion. But attendances did not flag, 
which says something for the drawing 
power of the papers when there were, 
every day, four classes and sometimes 
five 

So much for the informal discussions 
which take place round the Quad or in 
the Common Room from early morn- 
ing till late at night. 

What, then, about the set discus- 
sions ? The organizing committee 
have, as I know, great difficulty in find- 
ing, year after year, speakers with a 
wide knowledge of the subject it is 
thought might be of interest to the 
members of the School. To-day it 
would appear that we are becoming a 
nation of specialists. For example, the 
discussion on “ Road Passenger Trans- 
port Needs ” was led by J. D. Churchill, 
whose official designation is Planning 
Officer to the London _ Transport 
Executive. Mr. Churchill, as was to be 
expected, knew his London Transport 
problems admirably, but as Londoners 
were in the minority he freely admitted 
his knowledge of rural problems was 
limited in the extreme. 

Again, a knowledgeable authority 
may not be a good speaker and the 
discussion lack vigour. This I felt 
was the case regarding “ Nature Con- 
servation.” 

As was to be expected, the discussion 
on “ Technical Aspects of Comprehen- 
sive Development,” was admirably led 
by E. G. S. Elliot. 

The discussion on “Community 
Centres” did not produce the facts 
many of us had hoped for. A dis- 
cussion should either expound a philo- 
sophy or produce facts obtained from 
experience. 

The remaining discussion: was on 
“’Townscape ”—a subject full of possi- 
bilities and yet how often forgotten; 
i subject which can transform a town 
into a community not only pleasant to 
live in but one of renown. 

If you are one who prefers to study 
by way of maps, diagrams and photo- 
graphs, this year you had an oppor- 
tunity the like of which has never, 
I venture to say, been seen at a 
Summer School. 

Congratulations to the organizers of 
the exhibition. There has been organi- 
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zation behind the whole display, an 
ingredient all too obviously lacking on 
too many past occasions. 

The idea behind the exhibition was 
good and showed a universality which 
I trust was not just show. It would 
have been so easy, as we were meet- 
ing in Bristol, for the City of Bristol 
to have taken the matter in hand and 
given us a Bristol exhibition. No one 
could have grumbled if they had done 
so, but the exhibition covered the 
South Western Counties—Cornwall, 
Devon, Somerset, Dorset, Wilts and 
Gloucester, plus Plymouth, Exeter and 
Bristol. 

You have only to read through these 
names and you are immediately struck 
with the variety of problems—bombed 
city to hamlet, industry to leisure, they 
were all illustrated. How the various 
counties had tackled similar problems 
made an interesting comparison. 

After looking round the section 
devoted to Bristol and its bombed 
areas and the solutions put forward 
for its rebuilding, it was noticeable 
how the majority of members, in their 
off-time, went to see how the paper 
work turned out in actuality. 

A most instructive exhibition and 
one that will be difficult to surpass 
or even equal in future years. 

Before I come to the actual papers, 
which are the “meat” of the School, 
I must mention two disappointments. 

First, the unavoidable absence of 
Sir George and Lady Pepler. The 
“fellow schoolers,” as he so aptly 
addressed his pupils, missed his 
repartee and wit at the afternoon dis- 
cussions. Let us hope we will see 
them both back with us at St. Andrews 
next year. 

Secondly, and here I am treading on 
dangerous ground—Tuesday evening : 
was it a success? Was the evening 
spent as usefully as it might have 
been? There were mixed feelings as 
regards this evening. First of all, 
what was supposed to happen? The 
programme reads as follows: “8 p.m. 
Discussion on matters relating to 
Development Plans with members of 
the professional staff of the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government.” 
The Ministry was represented on the 
platform by Messrs. Beaufoy and 
Elliot and the Department of Health 
for Scotland by Freddie Stevenson. 

It takes two to make a discussion. 
If the quality of the opener’s remarks 
is not of as high a standard as one 
would wish, it does help to reduce 
the quality of what follows. With the 
exception of a contribution by Dr. 
Wiberley, M. of A., who can always 
be relied upon to make an instructive 
speech, neither side contributed any- 
thing of a very high order. 

A great opportunity missed by both 
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sides. Don’t let it happen next year, 
ume is precious. 

Having relieved myself of those 
remarks, let us consider the “meat” 
of the School—the prepared lectures, 
five in all. ‘Did they compare with the 
high standard of previous years? The 
answer to this is most definitely yes. 
Did they fulfil the requirement of one 
of the objects of the School, which 
is to “ promote education in all matters 
relating to the science and art of plan- 
ning in town and country?” I would 
say that the answer again is yes. The 
organizing committee have a most 
arduous task to find speakers to fulfil 
that object. Obviously there must be 
variety in the papers; some must lift 
your eyes to the wider horizon of plan- 
ning and some must bring you down 
to earth; some should be of interest to 
those whose daily task brings them 
into conflict with the problems of both 
town and country. 

A most difficult task, and yet so ad- 
mirably accomplished once again this 
year. 

Monday—The opening paper was 
delivered by Professor Sir William 
Holford, on “Central Areas: Some 
Aspects of Size, Function and Design.” 
A very appropriate paper to be 
delivered first in Bristol, which he 
termed “the regional capital” and 
whose central area was almost wiped 
out early in the war and is still in 
the throes of redevelopment. 

A thought-provoking paper and we 
might do well to remember, as he put 
it, “the missing factor in central area 
development—that necessary ingre- 
dient—speculation.” Having turned 
the word speculation into a bogey, like 
“cost plus contracts” or “ribbon 
development,” it may be that the time 
has come to harness this steed to the 
coach, if we are to get it once more 
on the move. 

One point which no architect will 
disagree with was Sir William’s call 
for a clear policy on the part of plan- 
ners and authorities. 

Tuesday saw us down to earth in a 
big way with a paper, rather an un- 
usual paper for a T. and C.P. Summer 
School—*“ Economic Housing Layout.” 
Yes, you are right, the author was 
J. L. Womersley. Well delivered and 
illustrated by lantern slides. The 
précis of this paper has already been 
published last week. 

From the down to earth paper on 
Tuesday we were, on Wednesday, 
picked up on the magic carpet of words 
by Professor Denis Winston and trans- 
ported half round the world to 
Australia. Whilst the paper was en- 
titled “ Town and Country Planning in 
Australia,” Winston, in a most im- 
pressing address, expounded many 
facts both about the geography, the 
population and the government or 
control—or the lack of it—in that vast 
continent. 

It was truly a paper which was 
stimulating and which lifted our eyes 
from the everyday problems that beset 
us, making us feel proud to belong to 
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the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
It was interesting to hear of the pro- 
blems of others and equally important, 
to see ourselves as others see us. 

Thursday provided us with a breeze 
of country air from R. L. Stirling, 
County Planning Officer, Lindsey, 
Lincs, under the title of “ How far can 
a Development Plan assist Rural 
Development?” Amongst the many 
questions he himself asked—Was there 
a need for a village plan? The answer 
—Yes. What sort of a plan? A plan 
is of little use unless you have a policy 
map. How true! Mr. Stirling out- 
lined this point and many others on 
village planning, and there was no 
denying he had a full grasp of this vital 
subject (but all too often neglected)— 
the art of living. 

Friday—We were all, unfortunately, 
having to give thought to moving out 
of the City of Bristol and therefore the 
paper with the utle of “Population 
Movements into the outer Suburbs of 
larger Cities — Measurement and 
Prediction” was most appropriate. 

Consternation ruled for a while at 
10 a.m.—a paper but no Colin Clark 
to deliver same. The Chairman, F. J. 
Osborn, undertook to read it, a most 
difficult paper to read. The F.J.O. 
humour, however, prevailed and the 
audience was in high spirits when a 
flying figure swept down the gangway 
Colin Clark to the relief of F. J. O. 

What, from that portion of the 
printed paper that had been read, ap- 
peared to be dull was immediately 
transformed into a thought-provoking 
study of this important question. It 
was, we found amongst other things, 
how transport costs reflected on the 
movement or otherwise of a city’s 
population. This in turn affected very 
seriously land values. 

The afternoon’s discussion on the 
paper lifted us on to a wider plane 
than that covered by Mr. Clark’s paper 
and we found ourselves discussing food 
versus exports and all the other world 
tangles which, whilst they affect us 
so vitally, very rarely enter into our 
daily lives. 

As I mentioned at the beginning, it 
is now late Friday night, the end of 
a very successful Summer School and, 
in the words of one who had attended 
for the first time, “I am looking for- 
ward to St. Andrews next year.”* We 
are all of the same mind.

F HIS new office block for Thomas Hedley & Co., Ltd., provides, for the 

first time, accommodation in one building for all departments of the firm, 
which is one hundred and sixteen years old. Preliminary research showed that 
the centre of gravity of the homes of the majority of the staff lay to the North 
of Newcastle and not in the town centre where it was originally hoped to site 
the new offices. A site was finally found in Gosforth, a residential district 
on the Great North Road three miles from the centre of Newcastle. The 
office is situated, in effect, on the north-west edge of an attractive park. The 
site is roughly triangular in shape, level and about nine acres in extent. On 
the north it is bounded by St. Nicholas Avenue, and on the south by The 
Grove. The sub-soil is of good boulder clay. Features of the layout 
include a semi-circular drive leading to and from the main entrance and a 
branch drive to the service entrance. There are footpaths at the sides of 
these drives and others across the site from the south. Paths also lead to the 
tennis courts, bowling green and other features in the grounds and are 
designed to provide a pleasant stroll. 

The layout includes a car park, which will be screened from the road and 
new building when the planting has matured, and a recreational area with 
bowling green and tennis courts. 

An important consideration was to ensure that the building should 
harmonize with its residential surroundings. Its general character was, there- 
fore, influenced by the houses in the area. The design chosen was for a 
two-storey building in a light coloured Leicestershire brick of domestic 
ippearance. 

Ihe building is steel framed on reinforced concrete foundations, planned 
to give 12ft 6in stanchion spacing with a 12ft finished unit of width for offices. 
All roofs are flat, with the exception of the north-west wing which has a 
pitched roof to give additional height to the Dining Room on the first floor. 
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Office for Thomas Hedley & Co., Ltd. 


Exterior walls are hollow and in the cavity of these are con- 
cealed downcomers and vent pipes Inside partitions are 
constructed of 3in foamed slag blocks 

All ducts and piping, etc., are concealed with access doors 
for inspection and maintenance. Telephone and machine 
cable runs are in fibre ducts set in the concrete floor screed. 
A basement runs east and west, and, at the suggestion of 
the Ministry of Works, was constructed in reinforced con- 
crete and can be adapted for use as an air-raid shelter. 


Interior 


General office areas have been calculated to allow an 
average of 65 sq [ft of floor space per person Private offices, 
each for an executive and his secretary, are standardized at 
12ft x 15ft. All wings are 5Oft wide. A corridor runs down 
each allowing for rooms 29ft deep on one side and 15ft 
deep on the other. On the first floor, daylight is imple- 
mented by glass dome roof lights: interior windows admit 
daylight to the corridors from the rooms on either side; and 
adequate daylight is given to the deep rooms on the ground 
floor by increased window size 

Ceilings in all working areas are suspended and sound- 
proofed by the use of perforated hardboard backed with 
l‘in thickness of fibreglass. A similar treatment has been 
used with double glazing on part of the walls in the account- 
ing machine rooms. 

Offices facing south and west are finished in a cool blue 
eggshell paint. On the north and east the wall colour is a 
“warmed” cream. In the offices, doors are oak veneered in 
natural colour to match office furniture On the corridor 
side they are veneered with straight grained sapele. Three 
tables in the Board Room are in Bubinga and Sycamore and 
were supplied by Heal’s. All door furniture has a satin 
chrome finish and all architraves and skirtings are off-white.

The Dining Room, which is 75ft long and 50ft wide, is 
on the first floor. It seats 200 people at tables for four and 
provides at one end a lounge area where coffee can be taken. 
The ceiling, which is painted off-white, is hung from steel 
portal frames which eliminate internal columns and give 
clear floor space. The walls are a delicate blushed cream 
and the window surrounds and skirtings bright red. 

The windows called for special treatment. They had to 
be small in size to meet the requirements of the Town 
Planning Authority who wished them to have a domestic 
character when viewed from the outside. ‘The impression 
of additional size inside has been achieved by carrying up 
the window surrounds to the full height of the room. 

The Kitchen is fitted with tiled walls to a height of 7ft 
and has a grease-proof, non-slip tiled floor. It is fully 
equipped to cook any type of meal; stainless steel or vitreous 
enamel is used throughout for the equipment. 

Supplies are brought up by a goods hoist, the kitchen 
operation follows a straight line from the delivery of goods 
to the service of cooked foods. A separate room is pro- 
vided for automatic dish washing, and waste bins are stored 
in a tiled and refrigerated room next to the service entrance. 


Services 


Lavatory walls are tiled to a height of 7ft and the floors 
are terrazzo. All W.C.s and urinals are flushed by a stud 
set in the floor. With the exception of W.C.s all fittings 
are built-in clear of the floor. 

The basic heat is supplied from four gas-fired hot-water 
boilers. The heating is a closed pump circulated flow and 
return system via convector heaters, These are concealed 
in the outer walls of the building under all windows, so that 
partition alterations can be made in the future without 
appreciably affecting heat distribution. 

The circulating system is divided into two parts. One 
section feeds rooms having a north and east aspect, the other 
those facing south and west. Outside thermostats on the 
north and south faces of the building control the temperature 
of the water circulated. In parts of the building, this control 
is supplemented by thermostats in individual rooms to suit 
a particular requirement. A separate high temperature cir- 
cuit supplies the air heaters in the ventilation system and 
the calorifier which heats the domestic water supply. 

Normal operation is completely automatic. Automatic 
adjustable clock-controlled reduction of temperatures 
operates at night and weekends. The boilers themselves 
are fitted with “no-flame” protective devices and each has 
its own adjustable thermostat. 

The ventilating equipment is installed in the basement. 
It was necessary to divide it into two sections, one supplying 
the east half and the other the west half of the building. 
Fresh air for the ventilation scheme is drawn through vertical 
brick ducts from above roof level. There it passes, in each 
ventilation section, through a viscous filter, pre-heater, air 
washer and finai air heater, on its way to distributing grilles 
in each mechanically ventilated space. In the offices, a separ- 
ate branch supplies each 12ft unit of width of the building

to permit flexibility in rearrangement of partition Abo 
75 per cent of the air supplied to 
grilles in the ceiling on the side of the 
the air heaters. The exhausted air is either discharged to 
the atmosphere or partly re-circulated, Re-circulated air 1 
directed into corridors and is exhausted through grilles 
placed at intervals in the ceiling Dampers controlling re 

circulated air are automatic 

A separate fan and heater supplies air from the west venti 

lating unit to the Dining Room, Kitchen and Recreation 
Room, since these parts of the building may be used in the 
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evenings and at weekends and require independent heating 
and ventilation. In addition, a cold air fan with a dry filter 
in the roof space supplies unheated air to selected points in 
the kitchen 

The air changes in all mechanically ventilated spaces total 
approximately six per hour and there is provision for up to 
50 per cent re-circulation in cold weather Rooms such as 
the dining room, kitchen, lavatories and telephone exchange 
battery room have a larger number of air changes, and from 
these all air is exhausted to the atmosphere through separate 
extract ducts 

Ihe electricity supply is received from a transformer 
which, with its control gear, has been installed by the North 
Eastern Electricity Board in a sub-station at one end of the 
basement. The characteristics are 415 volts, 3-phase, 50 
cycle A.C. From the Electricity Board main switch, distri- 
bution is divided between three feeders, one for 3-phase 
circuits and one each for single-phase circuits in the east and 
west halves of the building. The vertical brick ducts running 
from basement to roof house the splitter panels which have 
fuses for the lighting circuits in the various wings (one phase 
to a wing 

There are separate panels for plug circuits in underfloor 
ducts which are similarly divided. These have been installed 
to permit plugs for electrically operated office equipment (as 
well as telephone points) to be placed near desks and to be 
movable if the desk layout is rearranged. In general, there 
are six double runs in each wing (one power, one telephone 
with access boxes and terminal boxes at close enough inter- 
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vals to permit easy maintenance and installation of new cir- 
cuits. The 240-volt circuits are kept completely separate 
from the G.P.O. telephone system, but both are fed from 
distribution boards mounted in the vertical ducts already 
mentioned. All electric motors in the heating and ventilation 
system, lifts and refrigeration units, are 3-phase supplied 
from separate fused panels in the basement. 

All large offices are lighted by hot cathode louvred fittings 
fixed to the ceiling and arranged to give an average intensity 
at desk level of 15 foot candles. The louvred ceiling fittings 
are each provided with two 80-watt hot cathode tubes but 
if a greater intensity should be required at some future time, 
provision has been made for the tubes to be respaced and 
a third tube added. In private offices a soft indirect light 
of 12 foot candles at desk level is given by the use of floor 
standard lamps throwing direct light on to the ceiling. 

Corridor light fittings are single-tube type with Perspex 
diffusers. 

In the Dining Room the sources of lighting are arranged 
in the ceiling in lines parallel with the side walls. Three 
double lines of trough lighting, each with two rows of cold 
cathode tubes, give indirect illumination. In addition, there 
are two staggered lines between the troughs with tungsten 
fittings of spotlight type. These have opal glass lenses flush 
with the ceiling. Over each of the twelve side windows 
there is a continuous louvre in the lintel with hot cathode 
tubes behind. 

The grounds are lit by simple tungsten fitted lanterns on 
vertical concrete posts.

The main entrance to the building is on 
the North side of the central section. 
Revolving doors with a pair of armour- 
plate double swing doors on either side 
are set in a fully glazed screen. The 
entrance hall rises the full height of the 
building and receives supplementary 
daylighting from lights set in the roof. 
Leading up from the entrance hall is a 
curved staircase backed by a vertically 
fluted stone wall, the side walls at 
ground floor level are panelled in Indian 
Laurel and straight-grained Chestnut. 
Heating is by coils cast in the concrete 
floor. A balustraded bridge connects 
the East and West sides of the building 
at first floor level. 


Artificial lighting is provided by hot

HE Pickering Depot is the first of a number of modern 
"Wee which are to be built over the next 
few years as part of the Shell-Mex & B.P. Scheme for 
reducing operating costs and increasing efficiency. 

The depot can load six vehicles simultaneously from 
tankers with a total capacity of 350,000 gallons. 

The buildings required consist of : (a) Service Building 
for maintenance and the storage and bottling of oil 
products. (b) Puriap House containing one motor driven 
centrifugal pump delivering 250 gallons a minute and 
controlled by push button switches on the filling gantry 
where the delivery is automatically recorded and metered. 
c) Office Block for clerical staff, Depot Supervisor, 
Sales Representative, H.M. Customs Officer, Mess 
Room, Toilet and Locker accommodation. 

The disposition of the buildings on the site was 
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determined by the most direct layout of pipe-lines from PETROL 
the tank farm through the pump house to the gantry DEPOT B 
and also by a simple and direct traffic circulation using 

the two gates. 


Office Block 

Both the main entrance and depot staff entrance to 
the office for the signing of dockets, had to be appreached 
from outside the depot. Separate entrances for canteen 
and lavatories, both from outside, were also required. 
The sanitary arrangements have been placed as a core 
in the centre of the office block, top lit by dome lights. 

The construction is llin. cavity brick walls with 
reinforced concrete slab foundations and roof.

Pump House 


The main pump house contains ten motor-driven 
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centrifugal pumps, each delivering 250 gallons a minute 
and controlled by push-button switches on the filling 
gantry. 


There is also a small screw displacement stripper 


pump for general duties. This building has 13}in 
back and side walls and the front is framed with rolled 
steel stanchions and beams.

This is the largest building in the depot and combines

a vehicle servicing bay with a lubricating oil packaging 
centre. It has been placed well back from the main 
circulation to avoid any overlapping rhe building has 
a welded steel Portal Monitor type frame covered with 
aluminium cavity decking. Walls are cavity brickwork 
using facing bricks and Flettons The entire elevation 
of this building facing the yard is fitted with sliding 
folding gates. 

The floor of the lubricating oil section is the same 
height as the tailboard of the vehicle for convenience in 
loading and unloading. Many different grades of oil 
are received and stored in packages Others are 
received in bulk and pumped into overhead tanks from 
which packages can be filled automatically through flow 


meters.

An automatic oil-fired heating system has been in- 
stalled below floor level, which heats not only this large 
building but also the administrative block. 


The Road Tank Wagon Filling Structure 


To service the vehicles here are bays for washing, 
general maintenance and greasing and one where motor 
engineers will inspect the road tankers and carry out 
running repairs. Special features of this building are 
recessed lighting in the inspection pit and the use of 
the latest type of servicing equipment—pressure greasing, 
power washing, and a multi-point air compressor. 


Filling Structure 


The road tank wagon filling structure occupies an 
island in the centre of the yard. Six wagons at once 
can be filled under cover, and as the gantry is fed by a 
separate pump for each product there is no risk of 
contamination. There are twelve separate outlets, each 
with a filter, air separator, positive displacement meter 
and a spring balanced loading arm. Products dispensed 
from Pickering include motor spirit (premier and regular 
grades), derv fuel, gas oil, tractor vaporizing oil, burning 
oil and lubricants. 

The yard gives ample turning space for the largest 
vehicle. Both yard and tank compound are floodlit at 
night. 

The main contractors were George 
Sons Ltd. of Sheffield. 

The contract price was £47,000 exclusive of piping 
and oil installation.

Last week details were published of the central control building and south-east face passenger handling building. This article 


deals with the third building and concludes the report on current buildings for the Central Terminal area of London Airport. 


NDER the heading of aircraft operations and crews this 

building provides aircraft and crew clearance including 
customs examination; aircraft load control; meteorological 
forecasting; flight-planning and crew briefing. For the 
general public it provides the main access to the roof gardens 
of all the buildings, an exhibition hall and a general post 
office, news cinema, grill room and buffet. 

On the land-side, facing west, is the main public entrance 
giving direct access to the first floor but completely isolated 
from the operational side of the building. There are two 
separate entrances for crews, one on each side. A central 
corridor gives them access to flight-planning and _ briefing 
rooms and to their companies’ operations offices as well as 
to crew customs. The crew dining and rest rooms on the 
first floor are reached by a convenient staircase, This group- 
ing of the crew accommodation with access to the aprons 
through the customs hall is designed to facilitate the mani- 
fold tasks which crews have to carry out in collaboration 
with the operations staff of their companies before every 
flight. 

On the first floor is a central block containing the crew 
dining rooms and an exhibition hall which leads to the grill 
room and snack bar on the curved east face of the apex. 
The two side wings are planned as airline offices. The 
second floor of the centre block accommodates the main kit- 
chen and further airline offices. 
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The grill room on the south side of the restaurant block 
will have a stepped floor to give a clear view of the airfield 
from all tables. It also contains a small dance floor, Adjoin- 


ing the grill room are private dining-room suites. A snack 


bar for spectators with access to the roof terraces occupies 
the north side of the block. 


Another snack bar is provided 
on the floor above.

are, for the most pert, precast units and the remainder are 
normal reinforced concrete construction. The customs hall 
in the south-east face building has a roof construction of 
exposed welded “ Porial” trusses and beams. False ceilings 
are provided throughout most of the buildings to house ven- 
tilating ducts, service pipes, cables, pneumatic tubes, et 
The buildings are sealed as far as possible from external 
noise, and control rooms and effices have double glazed 
windows. Special acoustical treatments and fimishes are 
used in the control room and telecommunications rooms, 
and absorbent materials in other parts to reduce the internal 


noise level.

THE LESSON 


NE can’t help feeling that the two years following the 
Festival have been anticlimax 

Although this might apply in a general way, it certainly 
applies to architecture. One is amazed to find that the pros 
and cons of contemporary architecture are still being debated 
in this country and there has not only been no development, 
but rather the reverse, a dangerous-looking tendency of 
“ decoration” so painfully and obviously thought out, creep- 
ing in and taking the place of unresolved design, an anxious 
search for new form before truly contemporary design has 
been given a chance to be thoroughly digested, surreptitious 
return of the word “style” in its most pernicious meaning, 
in short all the symptoms of near spiritual bankruptcy. 

It fits well into the mental attitude to regard Denmark 
‘out of fashion,” the mere use of this word being rather 
ominous! True enough, if diaper brick work, battened 
balcony fronts, “ carda” type windows, asymmetrically slop- 
ing low-pitched roofs and furniture with spindly spreading 
legs are to be regarded purely as a fashion or an idiom of 
“ up-to-dateness,” then both the use of the word fashion and 
the suspicion with which these things are being regarded 
are justified. However, it goes deeper than this. 

Last summer I went to see for myself. I did not expect 
great architecture and therefore was not disappointed in not

finding it. However, what I saw was important enough to 
be an essential lesson. 

There is first of all the attitude to architecture, both by 
the public and by the architects. It was a matter of course 
that the average member of the public in Denmark knew 
the names of at least the more important architects and who 
the architects of the more prominent buildings were. The 
architect is respected as the expert in matters artistic as well 
as technical. The architect looks upon himself as primarily 
an artist and this fact is expressed in his style of living and 
working. The office is a studio attached to his house, mostly 
in the suburbs, with all the happy informality and gayness 
of the artist’s studio, usually an inspiring setting, looking out 
on the Danish “ wilderness” garden, and where the young 
architect cannot yet afford this “atelier” and has to put up 
with a town office; he leaves this at the first opportunity. 
This attitude has, of course, a bearing on design. Being an 
artist, the sensitivity to form, texture and colour are part 
of his natural equipment and no elaborate pedagogical 
methods have to be ingeniously contrived to develop a sense 
of form, the “ three-dimensional” approach, we are having 
to foster in the schools. Danish architecture is rarely great, 
but never bad. It is clearly an art in three dimensions; there 
is never this jarring of unrelated form, this unresolved 
fenestration, these bad proportions, these crude junctions of 
volumes, of which hardly any of our contemporary buildings 
are entirely free; buildings are designed as they will be seen 
in perspective and unfold before the onlooker who walks 
by and round. A good example of this is the Broadcasting 
House which does not even make a very good pattern on 
paper. The siting is always natural and without the existence 
—to my knowledge—of the separate profession of the land- 
scape architect and the “ town planner,” the siting and the re- 
lationship of buildings to each other is harmonious and 
rhythmical. Even the most indifferent block of flats built 
along a street corner shows good massing, proportion and 
sense of form. All detail is sensitive. Yes, the concrete 
surround to the windows is a frequent feature, but never 
clumsy, it is sensitively moulded, often incredibly thin on 
the face, with a taper of classic refinement, used to relieve 
or accentuate certain sculptural qualities of the wall. So 
used this is no longer a “cliché” because it fulfils an im- 
portant esthetic function. With all this the architecture is 
of extreme simplicity, quite undramatic, and by the non- 
architectural traveller often quite unnnoticed, because the 
few houses erected by speculative builders are at least free 
from that almost intentional looking ugliness of their English 
counterpart. This shows, of course, that the Danish archi- 
tect is supported by a builder who is with him and not 
against him. Craftsmanship is of the highest order and the 
whole approach of the builder is intelligent. So the archi- 
tect is relieved from having to specify and subsequently 
supervise every detail so precisely, and good detail can often 
be produced without elaborate fullsizing. The carefully 
conceived interior panelling in the Nyborg library is prob- 
ably one result of this attitude to the work and therefore 
as successful as it is, flawless and elegant. 

What then is the lesson? 

This country has one of the greatest architectural tradi- 
tions, certainly greater than that of Scandinavia. However, 
the true value of this tradition seems to have been forgotten. 
Most progressive schools, have, quite rightly, abandoned 
the teaching of classic design, but with it the only lessons the 
classic have for us, the refinement of form, the sculptural 
relationship of elements and the sense of proportion. At the 
same time the so-called “ traditionalists” among architects 
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and teachers of architecture 
seem never to have grasped 
for our time.

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Sales of Council Houses 


N the issue of September 3 I com 
mented on the advantages gained 

from uneconomic rents of Council 
houses by those who could afford to 
pay economic rents If those who 
could pay economic rents were to do s« 
there would be a considerable redu 
tion in the burden of housing 
falling on the general community 
These statements brought me a num 
ber of letters supporting the views ex 
pressed and, incidentally, no opposing 
observations. It brought 
advocating a much greater use of the 
powers now available to sell Council 
houses to the occupiers. The writers 
seemed quite convinced that 
owners are more conscious of the 
responsibilities of the tax-payet 

As a result of these letters I have 
made some enquiries as to how sales of 
Council houses are progressing and, 
since my enquiries were made, The 
Times (12.9.53) has published an article 
on the subject from a Special Corre 
spondent stating the position in South 
ampton. The views expressed in the 
article bear out the information I have 
gleaned, namely, that little progress has 
been made with the sales of these 
houses throughout the country gener 
ally and, furthermore, the idea of pur 
chasing such properties does not in 
general seem very popular with the 
tenants. The lack of the tenants’ e1 
thusiasm seems understandable when 
one examines the facts. 

The position is that generally a 
tenant is paying a very low and quite 
uneconomic controlled rent, which is 
inclusive of local rates and water rates 
while, in addition, the Council pay the 
maintenance costs of the structure and 
even in some cases those of interior 
decoration as well. The selling prices, 
although fixed at relatively low levels 
in relation to similar houses with 
vacant possession are such that the 
repayments of a mortgage, which 
almost all tenants of this type of pro- 
perty need, spread over even as long a 
period as 40 years seem to work out at 
the same or even more per week than 
the present weekly rental without the 
rates. Lo these mortgage repayment 
however, has to be added the costs of 
maintenance, the difficulty of liability 
of periodically finding large amounts of 
cash for payment of rates and for Sche 
dule A tax. The result is that most 
tenants find that it is better to remain 
a Council tenant instead of buying the 
house as in most cases they seem to be 
more interested in the amount of the 
immediate outgoings week by week 
than in an asset which will ultimately 
be available, quite possibly to thei 
family and not to themselves, at the 
end of the long mortgage period. ‘There 
is also the need to make certain initial 
cash payments at the time of purchase 
which, although relatively small, appear 
to present difficulties to a number of 
the tenants.

There seems also to be a feeling that 
the value of the property may fall con- 
iderably by the tume the purchaser 
wishes, or may be allowed, to sell; in 
some instances it seems that there are 
tipulations in the transfers regarding 
how soon after ownership the property 
may be sold on the normal open 
market 

he following two paragraphs from 
The Times article illustrate the monet- 
iry side of typical cases. 

Ihe freehold price of a three-bed- 
om, parlour house built under the 
1919 Act was fixed at £875. At present 
the rent is 16s a week. A tenant who 
agreed to buy after taking purchase 
money from the corporation with a 
minimum deposit of £10 would repay 
the mortgage over the maximum 
period of 40 years at a rate of 17s 5d, 
ind would also bear legal costs of about 
£39. For insurance purposes, incident- 
illy, the replacement value of such a 
house is put at £1,750. 

“For sales at cost of a similar house 
built since the war a figure of £1,850 
was computed, subject to individual 
variations. The economic rent is £1 11s 
a week, and the subsidized rent £1. 
Without a deposit on the mortgage in 
this case the weekly repayments of 
principal and interest over 40 years on 
the full advance of £1,850 would be 
£1 17s 2d, and legal costs would be 
about £70.” 

The lesson of these enquiries seems 
to be that if it is official policy to en- 
courage tenants to buy their houses, it 
will only be attractive and meet with 
success if the selling prices are either 
very low or rents of such houses are 
raised to an economic level so that pur- 
chasing really becomes an advantageous 
proposition to the occupier. 

Some tenants to whom I spoke said 
that at first they thought the idea of 
purchasing their own house was attrac- 
tive as after many years of repayments 
of mortgage, which they view as rent, 
they would have a saleable asset but 
the more they examined the proposal 
the less attractive it became particu- 
larly on the score of having to pay for 
repairs, which are now so costly, even 
if carried out by the owner himself. 
Some fears were also expressed as to 
whether the houses would survive the 
loan repayment period as the tenants 
thought them badly built. This atti- 
tude seems injudicious as generally 
there seems little doubt that Council 
houses are as well constructed as the 
private enterprise houses, which the 
occupiers would otherwise buy and 
which they seem to think were 
idequately built ; 

The views, however, against the pur- 
Council houses, even if the 
terms were attractive, most frequently 
expressed to me were: “If I buy a 
house I don’t want it on a Council 
estate,” and “If I buy a house I want 
one which looks different from my 


hase ol 


neighbours.” The latter points to a 
distinct preference for the pre-war 
speculative type of development in 
which the private builders purposely 
spent money to vary the external 
appearance. 

To sum up it seems that many sitting 
tenants in controlled Council houses at 
low rentals realize that the purchase of 
their houses is hardly worth while 
unless some drastic changes are made 
either to the present level of rents or 
to the selling prices. The latter from 
the information I have received, do not 
seem to compare very favourably with 
those of normal properties occupied 
by tenants having the benefit of the 
Rent Restriction Act; for example, at a 
recent sale of two adjoining properties 
exactly alike, the one with vacant 
possession fetched £1,120 but the top 
bid for the other, occupied by a tenant 
subject to Rent Restriction, was only 
£415. If it is the official policy to en- 
courage house purchase some new 
action will have to be taken. It cer- 
tainly seems very desirable to reduce 
the money invested in housing as much 
as possible, which means in effect that 
subsidized housing should be provided 
only for those who cannot afford to pay 
economical rents; thus all the others 
desiring houses should either rent at 
prices which will not increase the bur- 
den on other property owners or buy 
their own houses. Private buyers pur- 
chasing houses through builders should 
make full use of the specifications and 
inspection arrangements of _ the 
National House Builders Registration 
Council as an assistance to providing 
themselves with a safeguard against 
faulty construction.
